sealed files or what they may hold. The crime itself was never investigated so there is 
no smoking gun tliat remains hidden. 

atone has lied liio head off about these allegedly sealed files to promote himself and 
Ms movie, to the end that wliatx would have been disclosed eeasily, the records generated 
by the n ouoe assassins committee, wMch required only the passing of a simple resolution 
by the House itself, is not bogged down perhaps terminally with Ms demand for the records 
of the executive agencies some of wMch ought not be released, and with the admiMstrations 
refusal to consider disclosure of what is classified. The bill is already £ sagged and it 
reqMres no only the concurrence of both Hou es but Bush's signature, wMcl is not likely. 

Btone is exploiting and commercializing the assassination as a voMcli for arguing w 
what he wanted to say about Viet Nam. H e lias gone for all the nutty theoric s and the film 
itself is a big lie because he said it was non-fiction, Ms recording of oir Mstory. He 
■has stayed away from fact like it would kill him. 

I did not catch Crenshaw on 20/20 but I've read and have a low opinion of Ms book. 
Aside from his observations, wMch may or may not have been Msi but in any event are not 
new, all he has in the book is nutty assassination misinformation mixed in with a smidgeon 
of fact plus the sensational claim tliat DBJ called him.
